1946 MEBTING AT DETROIT; 1947 AT PHILADELPHIA. AND OTHER COUNCIL ACTION 


Business was transacted by the Council by mail under date of July 14. The 
Schenley Laboratories, Incorporated, of Lawrenceburg, Indiana received Council 
approval and became our newest Sustaining Member. A list of thirty names was 
approved for Active Membership in the Society and the names of these new members 
appear at the end of this News Letter. It was voted to accept the invitation of 
the Detroit group to hold the 1946 meeting in that city and of the Eastern Pennsyl- 
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vania Chapter to hold the 1947 meeting in Philadelphia. Exact dates for the De- 
troit meeting remain to be fixed later when more is known regarding possibilities 
for travel in 1946. The Chairman of the Program Committee and the Detroit Local 
Committee are at work studying the situation and planning tentatively at present 
for at least two possible dates, spring and fall, one of which it is hoped can be 
made definite in a few months. 

The Council also voted that the Articles of Incorporation of the Society be 
harmonized with present practice and legal aid has been secured to insure that this 


be done in such a way that complications will not arise at some future time. Pres. 


ident Mudd, Professor Barnett Cohen whose committee is at work:on the revision of 
the Constitution, and the Secretary-Treasurer have been authorized to act in this 
matter. Since the Society was incorporated in 1919 it has grown materially and 
changes in procedures have crept in, on the recommendation of Committees on Policy 
and Procedure, in the interest of larger Society representation on the Council, 
better time of meeting and so on. As the work of the Constitution revision pro- 
gressed it was seen that it would be desirable to reconcile Articles of Incorpora- 
tion with procedure as well as to draft a Gonstitution revision embodying changed 
procedure. . 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE SOCIETY. 


As noted above Detroit has been named Convention City for 1946. t will be 
recalled that it had this honor in 1945, but the war emergency prevented holding 


the sessions. The Society is grateful to the Detroit group for their continued 
hospitality and it is hoped that it will be possible to meet there next year. 
Once before in 1922, the Society met in Detroit in Annual Meeting under the Presi- 
dency of Dr. Lore A. Rogers. It is hard to believe that almost a quarter of a 
century will have elapsed since the time of that meeting and the proposed one. 

The office of the Secretary-Treasurer receives frequent letters from Chambers 
of Commerce, Boards of Trade and similarly designated civic organizations inviting 
the Society to meet in their respective cities. It should be pointed out that the 
Society can only act on an invitation from a local group of bacteriologists which 
can be formed into a local committee. There is a certain amount of local responsi- 
bility and activity which must be assumed and carried out. Local groups should be 
encouraged, however, to realize that their local Chamber of Commerce will give ther 
much help and that the Chairman of the Program Committee can furnish them with val- 
uable information on how annual meetings are carried out. Dr. L. S. McClung, who 
holds this important chairmanship at present, is engaged with a committee hoping to 
work out some of the troublesome problems which in recent years have arisen in view 
of the growing size of the Society. Members who have pertinent ideas on this sub- 
ject are invited to write Dr. McClung at Indiana University, Bloomington, Indiana. 

Annual meetings of the Society have been held in twenty different cities of 
the United States and Canada, There are, however, still a few cities of size which] 
have not been host to the Society. Also, it is hoped growth of the Society may not 
become a barrier to holding sessions in towns famous for their Universities if not 
for the size of their hotels. It is not too soon for members to plan for 1948 and 
1949 meetings. 

The 1946 meeting will not be definitely dated until the Program Committee can 
have reasonable assurance that the meeting will be held and that its holding will § 
not inconvenience the war effort. It is obvious that the present is not the moment 
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to ask the Office of Defense Transportation for ‘permission to hold a convention, 
s but we have been assured.by the Committee on Conventions that it should be possi- 

ble to hold 1946 meetings.from about. Moy.on and other societies are also making 

plans. As soon as possihle the date will be fixei for several months are needed 


e by the Local Committco and the Program Committee to arrange a program.

BOOK REVIEWS 


THE BACTERI»L CELL Ii! ITS RELATION TC PROBLEMS OF VIRULENCE, IMMUNITY, AYD CHEMO- 
THERAPY. Reno J. Dubos, with an ADDENDUM on "Tho Nucloar Apparatus and Coll Struc- 
ture of Rod-shaped Bacteria" by C. F. Robinow. 460 + XIX p. in 10 chapters; 34 fig., 
& pl., and 44 tables; 1077 references. The Harvard University Press, Cambridgc, 
Massachusetts. $5.00. 


In these days of specialization, it is refreshing to read a tention in 
which the bacterial cell is treated neither as a "bag of cnzymes" nor as 2 conglom- 
eration of antigens, but as a highly organized living entity the important proper- 
ties of which are due not only to the nature of the molecules it contains but also 
to the organization of those molecules. Consequently, the author devotes the first 
three chapters to a review of the structural knowledge supplied by classical cyto- 
logy. In the fourth chapter, he shows how the use of enzymes end immunological data 
may further cytological knowledge. It is against this background that, in the fol- 
lowing chapters, Doctor Dubos projects the reported facts of variation, immunology, 
and chemotherapy. The stability of an enzymogenic or of an antigenic power, the 
degree of specificity of immunological reactions, and many other facts known to the 
bacteriologist, acquire new meanings when viewee largoly as functions of cellular 
organization, and one does not hav~ to agree with all of the premises and conclu- 
Sions of the author in order to feel that, by intograting many known facts spread 
over various fields of bacteriology, he haa shown the way to fertile ficlds of in- 
vestigation. | 

The book is written in a way that renders even immunological lingo intelligible 
and interesting, and the theories of bacterial life cycle almost definite and simple. 
It should find a place in the library of-every bacteriologist. --Georges Knaysi. 
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‘" SCIENTIFIC SOCIZTIZS IN THE. UNITED STATES, Ralph S. Bates. John Wiley and Sons, 
incorporated, New York (1945) 246 pagos. $3.50. 


‘Under five hea dings, Dr. Bates of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology | 
discusses “the history-and the influence of the scientific societies of the United 
States." He points out that our present experience, even more than World War I, | 
has shown us the value of the scientéfic saciety in mustering out ‘a "roll of Anorin! 
can men of science for war. 

The first 27 pages describe the backeround for and the degzelopment of scien- 
tific societies in eighteenth century America. In 1683 in Boston, led by Increase | 
Mather, the Bostcn Philosophical Society was founded. The influence of Benjamin 
Franklin in this phase of American life is described and the circumstances out of | 
which grew the American Philosophical Society and the American Academy of Arts and | 
Sciences denicted, as well as the little known story of the abortive attempt to es-| 
tablish a great center at Richmond dominated by French influence and culture. 

The second chapter of over fifty pages deals with the period from 1800 to 
the close of the Civil War which is called the period of national growth. The 
third division of the subject is called "The Triumph of Specialization." THis 
epoch covers the time from the close of the Yar between the States and World “ar I,| 

Follewing World War I American Science took on a more international complexion| 
which Dr. Bates discusses in Chapter IV under the Heading: “American Scientific | 
Societies and World Science, 1919-1944." The last chapter deals with "The Increase | 
and Diffusion of Knowledge." In addition to ample foot notes there is a biblio- | 
graphy of more than twenty-five pages. 

The book is well printed and errors are few. On page 91 we find James Cassall 
wiere obviously James Carroll was meant. Considering that all branches of science, | 
theoretical and applied, are discussed and that thousands of papers and references | 
were consulted the book is refreshingly accurate. Anyone interested in the origin | 
and development of scientific societiés in America will find the book helpful. Snag 
precludes complete accounts of the’ development of any society but several receive ; 
considerable emphasis and all are mentioned, the..salient facts are presented, trend¢ 
are indicated and problems presented, The references and bibliography will guide | 
the reader to greater detail on any phase of the subject in which he may be inter- |

IN MEMORIUM 


Martin Henry Dawson 


1896 1945 


Dr. ‘Martin Eenry Dawson, Associate Professor of Medicine in the College of Phyd 
sicians and Surgeons of Colubmia University, died of myasthenia gravis on April 29, 
1945. He had° suffered from this progressively weakening illness for the past sever 
al years. In spite of it, however, Dr. Dawson was active in investigations on pen- 
icillin throughout most of this period and up to the last few weeks before his deat 
He was the first investigator in the country to take up the study of penicillin, 

,, having been intrigued by the possibilities that he detected in the report in 1940 o 
the Oxford Grouo and in the original articles of Alexander Fleming. In the spring q : 
1941 he presented before the Society of Clinical Investigation at its meeting in At 
lantic City, a brief report of the experimental results which he had obtained, with 
preparations made from cultures of Penicillium notatum. He may be considered, ther' 
fore as the pioneer in this country in the developmental studies of penicillin. 3ef 
tween his first report in May 1941 and his most recent publications in 1945, he was} 
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the author or co-author of 14 papers dealing with the clinical use and biological 
characteristics of penicillin. ~ 

By way of a brief biographical note, Dr. Dawson was born in Nova Scotia and 
grew up in Canada. During the first World War ho was a Captain of the line serving 
overseas with the Canadian Expeditionary Forces. After a discharge from the Army he 
entered McGill University for study of Medicine and received his M.D. degree in 1923. 

A, the beginning of his medical carecr he was interested in Pathology and his 
first position after graduating in Medicine was as Demonstrator in Pathology at the 
Royal Victoria.Hosvital. In 1926 he became associated with the’ Haspital of the Roc- 
*ofeller Institute as Pathologist. For purposes of research he joined the staff of 
Dr. O. Avery and. began studies on the pneumococcus. His publications’ in this 
field consisted of contributions to the subject of pneumococcal type transformation. 
His careful and extensive work confirmed and extended the phenomenon’ originally des- 
cribed by Dr. F. Griffith. 

In 1929 he accepted a position on the Faculty of the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons, Columbia University, and The Presbytcrian Hospital to umertake studies 
on arthritis, and particularly rheumatoid arthritis. 

Dr. Dawson gave to this new subject the same intensive and thorough endeavor 
that had characterized his previous work on thc penumococcus. He explored exhaus- 
tivcly the possible significance of streptococci to arthritis by means of detailed 
bacteriological and blood culture studics, serological reactions, and. pathological 
oxaminetions. His extensive bibliography on arthritis attests to the exhaustive 
coverage which he gave to the subject both clinically and bacteriologically. 

Dr. Dawson's interest in bacteriology and immunology extended, however, consid- 
erably beyond the particular fields in, which he spent most of-his time.. He was 
conversant with all phases of bacteriology and was constantly on’ the alert intell- 
ectually to discover new methods of approach to problems in many tynes of infection, 
and this point of view of his is clearly illustrated by the eagerness with which he 
explored the significant biological phenomenon of »neumococcal type transformation 
soon after the original report of Griffith, and.also by his early recognition of the 
implication in the English -studies of penicillin. 

Personally Dr. Dawson was a charming social companion. He had a fine sense: of 
camaraderie and a hearty laugh that he used often, He had a wholesome humor that 
pervaded his laboratory as well as his extramural life at home and with friends. 
That his life was cut off prematurely at the age of 49 is a source of deen regret 
to his many associates and is a loss to solid scientific investigation.
